Such advances aro to be
ecjuItnWy adjusted, according to tho
classes of workers and their earn¬
ings, and in no case to be less than
5 psr cent. The new schedule of
Wages will go Into effect Monday.
March "l, 1913.

steady employment, and shall wel-
eonie ;ba< k and give work, as rapidly
as possible, to any of our old tin-
ploy.-s, without discrimination, who
apply for work on or before Wed¬nesday, Mceoh (>, 1!>12."

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REÄT INJUSTICE
Not Trying to Get Exorbitant

Prices for Cape Henry
Holdings.

Special to The Time s-Oisputeh.JWashington, Februar) -29..Con-
gresernan Holland, of Norfolk, explain¬
ed some of the attacks .iust made in
the House on the prbposlt ion- of having
the government acquire lands at Cape
Henry tor fortification purpose:':

In the discussion of this hill All.
Holland siald certain statements wore
made which are calculated, unless cor¬
rected, to create erroneous Impressions
with reference to lite fortification of
Cape Henry, and to these remarks 1
tcel that It Is my duty to make a
brief reply.

"It was then intimated that the
owners of Hie land at Cape Henry dc-

islr.e the government to porciia.se. and
at an exorbitant price, more laud than
is needed for fortification purposes at
this point. This Intimation does the
owners of the laud a very great In¬
justice. Unless 1 have been misin¬
formed, a government survey has al¬
ready, been niado of this land and the
quantity of land desired by the gov¬
ernment has already been designated,

j It Is true that no agreement as to
price has heeu reached, but I can sny
tor the owners that, if a satisfactory
prlco can not be agreed on. they arc
perfectly willing Hint condemnationI proceedings may be Instituted for the
purpose of ascertaining a fair value
for this property. These owners live
ill my district and I know them well,
jimd I know that they häv.o no deposi¬
tion whatever to Impose on the Na¬
tional government, but. on the con¬
trary, are willing that the land may be
taken for this purpose at even less
than Its market value. The question,
therefore, of the quantity of land to
lie taken and the price to be paid
therefor can not be used as a persua¬
sive argument against this proposi¬
tion when tlio offer Is thus made on
the part of the owners to convey to
the. government any quantity of land
determined by the government to bo
necessary for its purposes, and at a
price to be ascertained by disinterested
freeholders In regular condemnation
proceedings
